Most  Gracious  Sovereign: 

WHERKAS  it  appears  by  message  from  His  Honour  Preamble. 
Henry  Cockshutt,  Esq.,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  and  the  estimates  accompanying  the 
same,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned  in  the  schedules
